Troupe ° Good Show’

What was in 1728 a satirical 
commentary on the corruptions 
of the governing class, was Wed- 
nesday night a farcical drama 
played stricly for laughs. 
Tehatre Group 20, from London, 
romped through John Gay's, The 
Begger's Opera, with a baudy style 
faintly reminiscent of scenes from 
Tom Jones 

James Maguire, as the sometime 
noble, sometime rouge father of 
Polly Peachum, swayed and brayed 
about as though he were drunk most 
of the time and as a result, some of 
his dialogue was lost in his sputter- 
ing. Most of his best lines, however, 
came through (to the audience's 
delight) from some obvious punctua 
tion on his part. (Everything in this 
drama was obvious. Not much ima 
gination needed to be employed.) 

Peachum’'s frump of a wife, played 
by Amaryllis Garnett, was a gem of a 
role and although Miss Grant was 
dirty and loud enough, her lines could 
have been handled better if she had 
slowed her pace a bit. Like Maguire, 
she garbled much of her dialogue 

The role of Polly Peachum, often 
done to show Polly as a victim of 
innocence, interpreted by 
Deborah Norton to show Polly as a 
foolish strusnpet without much con 
civtion, She sang her first melody, 
“virgins are like flowers, when 


was 


plucked they are no longer alluring...” 
as though she truly didn't believe that 
was so. Could that have been the 
intended impression the audience 
was supposed to receive? 

The blond. fair Stephen Fagan, 
as Cacheath, was not “Mr. Peepers” 
to be sure, but as the handsome, 
romantic, courageous and witty 
rogue he was portraying, he was not 
entirely convincing. Maybe he should 
have thrown back his head with 
deeper laughter or puffed up his 
chest more or something His 
best scene was one of the last, when 
he was in jail and his two fair flowers, 
(by now plucked) Miss Polly and 
Miss Lucy were competing for his 
name and love. He handled his free- 
flow of women with assurance 

Alison Fiske, as Lucy Lockit, and 
Mare Karlin as her felon father, were 
the baudiest and best of the bunch! 
They stomped, spat, swore and raved 
with knowledgable and

A $21,914 federal grant has been 
approved for SSC under the new 
U.S. Work-Study Program. The 
Work-Study Program is a part of the 
Economic Opportunity Act passed 
in 1964 and is administered through 
the Department of Health, Education 
and Welfare 

This program is designed to pro- 
vide part-time employment for stu- 
dents who are from low-income 
families and who need financial aid 
t continue full-time programs at 
the college. 

Under the Work-Study Program 
students can work up to [5 hours a 
week when classes are in session and 
40 hours during vacation periods 
The jobs they fill are student as 








sistant positions which have earlier 
been unfilled because of limited 
budgets for this purpose. Pay rates 
for these positions range from $1.25 
to $2.50 per hour according to wage 
scales established for the different 
positions 

To qualify for assistance under the 
Work-Study Program, a student 
must be from a low income family. 
in good academic standing, and en- 


rolled for a full time program 
Students with N.D.E.A. loans are 
also eligible. Interested students 


should report to the Financial Aids 
Office for information and applica- 
tion materials, and should register 
with the Placement Office at the 
same time. Students are encouraged

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Religion On Campus 
Set For Tuesday 


The Role of Religion on Campus 
will be the topic of a panel discussion 
Tuesday from | to 2 p.m. in the Little 
Theater 

Panel members will be professors 
lan P. McGreai of the philosophy 
cvpartment and Robert J. Theo- 
dorccus of the anthropology depart- 
men’, ASSC president Pau! Sax, and 
the Episcopal campus minister, the 
Rev. Mr. Albert O. Lott. SCC speech 
student Donald Garrett will mo<- 
erate. 

The idea for the discussion arose 
among several campus Christians 
after reading President Paul Sax's 
poignant remarks regarding the 
annual Presidential Prayer Breakfast 
which he attended in Washington, 
D.C., on Feb. 4. 

In an article in the Feb. 12 edition 
of the Hornet, Sax, in describing his 
impressions of the breakfast, said 
“. . . iilong with many other presi- 
dents | was disillusioned, disap- 
pointed and disgusted with the 

We feit that somehow we had been 
betrayed because we were informed 
that we were to discuss moral and 
spiritual awareness, and then we 
were force-fed hours of Christian 
propaganda. 

. We want to get at the heart of 
the problem, and in order to do so 
we needed a common meciing 
ground, for among us there were 
representatives of many non-Chris- 
tian faiths. Recause of this Christian, 
non-humanistic approach the semi- 
mars were quite shallow and often 
times meaningless.” 

Co-chairmen of the event are 
Wally Olsen and Gary Marquard 
of the Coilegiate Lutheran Fellow- 
ship and Gary Sturni of the Can- 
terbury Association. In an interview 


Olsen said Sax’s insinuation that 
Christianity is imadequate to deal 
with matters of moral awareness on 
campus is non-humanistic leaves 
some room for dispute. 

The chairmen also pointed out that 
the campus religious organizations 
are not the only sponsors of the 
panel: that muny of the social and 
service organizations were lending 
their support io the panel also, among 
them the Interfraternity Council. 

Said Sturni “By endorsing the 
pane! the clubs aren't necessarily 
Stating a religious preference, but 
are merely recognizing the impor- 
tance and effect of religion as a 
cultural phenomena. Christianity and 
the other religions have definite 
personal and social effects which 
cannot be ignored.” 

The format for the one-hour pro- 
gram will have each of the four 
Participants present a ten-minute 
opinion on what the role of religion 
on campus should be, followed by 
rebuttals and questions from the 
audience.

Students View Point 
Sought By Committee 


A new committee, the Academic 
Evaluation Committee, has been 
formed to augment student partici- 
pation in school affairs. 

According to ASSSC President 
Paul Sax, the new committee was 
formed to increase student partici- 
pation which is, “of paramount 
importance.” 

The committee has a threefold 
purpose. First, it will attempt to 
develop a method for publishing a 
faculty evaluation booklet similar 
to those at San Jose State College 
and the University of California 
at Berkeley. 

Secondly, the committee is con- 
sidering the advisability of develop- 
ing a buffer committee for student 
grievances. Sax indicated that at 
present, the student has no place to 
take his complaints except to asso- 
ciates of the person he is protesting. 

Thirdly, the committee will at- 
tempt to re-evaluate the present 
curriculum from the student's point 
of view. First to come under fire, in 
this aspect, will be the present math 
requirement at SSC. Attention also 
will be given to a proposed amend- 
ment to Title 5 of the State Education 
Code. 

This proposal, which was pre- 


sented to the State Board of Trustees, 
would enable the state colleges and 
universities to require a foreign 
language as part of the general edu- 
cation requirements. 

Sax said the purpose of associated 
student governments is to suppie- 
ment the academic curriculum so- 
cially, culturally, and recreationally. 
“But it is important to point out,” 
he added, “that the purpose is to 
supplement; not to offer an alterna- 
tive.” 

He added further that the problem 
is the degree to which this supple- 
mentation will be used. 

“At present, the most direct action 
a student can take in student govern- 
ment is to work in an election or 
run for an office.” 

Sax went on to add that increases 
in student interest have facilitated 
the forming of such committees as 
the Academic Evaluation Com- 
mittee. This new-found student 
interest has also led to the forming 
of the Board of Justice, which is 
entirely student run and handles 
student orientated judicial and dis- 
cipline cases.

Construction on a new $360,000 
student bookstore should begin about 
July ist and be ready for use by the 
spring semester of 1966, according to 
Dr. John Cox, chairman of the Cam- 
pus Planning Committee. 

“Our present bookstore is totally 
inadequate for our present enroll- 
ment of 9,300 students,” Cox said.

You won't find them on the welfare rolls; they have never met an eligi- 
y requirement. They're not listed in the unemployment compensation 
s; they have no such insurance. They are not in the AFL-CIO roster; 
y're outside the bargaining power of organized labor. Their children are 

of no school district nor do they enjoy the blessings of preventive medi- 

. They cannot even hope for the poverty of old age which “Social Securi- 
* provides. Their deprivation exists in the midst of an abundant society 
hout the conscience to recognize their lot 


They are the outsiders, the untouchables, the alienated. They are alone, 
d being alone, can do nothing to break the cycle of demeaning poverty 


In a free society, each citizen is not only responsible for what he does, 
it in a very real sense for what he does not do. We share. by our neglect. 
guilt and the shame for this sick, sociopathic lack of human concern 


Although the disinterest of the college community has become an aca- 
ric tradition, there is much evidence that we could very well be on the 
shold of a drastic reversal of that position. This new trend has captured 
imagination of students throughout the nation. Witness the emergence of 
civil rights movement, the foreign and domestic peace corps, and to some 
re “The War on Poverty” itself. There is a growing recognition of the 
of tie college community in a changing society. But this indigenous intro- 
tion is totally inadequate to meet the challenge before us. This academic 
mposium does nothing whatsoever to relieve the plight of human poverty 
ich lies at the college gates. 

The poor are not, nor can they afford to be, patient very much longer. The 
yatory worker, who are in fact, the poor among us, need help now. If we 

se them, what does this say of us? What kind of a society are we fostering? 
what value is our precious “sheep skin"? 

Men together can surpass the imagination of man alone. On our campus 
dents and faculty members have from time to time rallied around a number 
worthy causes, but in terms of lasting social change have accomplished 
ecious little. This is both frustrating and demoralizing, but more than this, it 

ds in tragic testimony to our own alienation and estrangement from the 

munity at large 

It is with the perspectives of the preceding paragraphs, that a number of 

pncerned students and faculty members have embarked upon a program that 
ill lend meaningful support, through action —to a war on that poverty which 
icts the migratory workers of the Sacramento Valley and surrounding 

s. At this point an attempt is being made to simply let you know that we're 
the battlefront.

Perhaps in only one instance hes t 
BOD taken any meaningful action and that was when they denied the ¢ 
officio, non-voting members the right to make motions of any kind 
The inability of the BOD to act has been further aggravated by its co 
stant peity quarreling with the Associated Students’ President. Most peop 
in a leadership capacity have, and should have, the ability to express the ll 
opinions and ideas.
